If Congress interfere at all in the com- 
plications pecasioned by the expulsion of 
colored members from the Georgia Legis- | 
lature, there will be difficulty in resisting 
the principleof Senator Edmunds’ bill. 

The expediency of interfering in any 
shape is the point to be first decided. A 
preper aversion is feltto any Congression- 
al action that shall imply further med- 
ding with reaonstruction. The wisest 
friends of that policy are they who would 
allow it uncheck development—who, 
having affirmed certain principles, and 

provided for their application by certain 
tate arin would now do nothing to cast a 
doubt upon the sufficiency of either. 
States have been fylly restored to ere 
sentation under the working of the 
and from this fact. may be inferred the 
adequacy of the law as it is to meet emer- 
gencies in the States not yet restored. 

On the other hand, Congress can scarce- 
ly be expected to acquiesce in the claims 
urged in behalf of Georgia, whose Legis- 
lature, oy reeonstructed, has set at 
defiance 3 fondemental principle of the 
constitutional amendment, to which the 
whole process o1 reconstruction is sub- 
jected. If it be shown, for instance, that a 
requirement of this amendment was disre- 
garded in the organization of the Legisla- 
ture, and that in conseyuence the Demo- 
cratic members acquired the power they 
abused, the friends of the Congressional 
policy may well object to the claim for ad- 
mission as in effect a fraud. They cannot 
afford to recagnise the validity of proceed- 
ings which af the outset nullify one of the 
distinctive principles of the reconstruc- 
tion policy.
